Up to $250 Available for Pupils 
In All Public and Private Colleges

MADISON — Thousands 
of 


freshmen in Wisconsin higher 
education institutions will be 
able to apply for state tuition 
grants within two weeks, the 
Commission for Higher Educa- 
tional Aids was told Wednesday. 


The grants, which may be 


made to full-time students at 
public and private two and 
four-year colleges, universities, 
and vocational institutions, can 
total as much as $250 each sem- 
ester for eligible students. 


Forms and Instructions will 


be distributed to all Wisconsin 
high school principals, guidance 
counselors, and administrators 
of Institutions of higher learning 
within the two-week period, ac- 
cording to Thomas Moran, com- 
mission director. 


A brochure explaining the 


program in detail will be dis- 
tributed to all high school sen- 
iors by the end of the year, he 
added. 


The program, approved by the 


1955 Legislature, covers all stu- 
dents in the state who meet cer- 
tain financial and academic re- 
quirements. 


The student's financial posi- 


tion, and hence the size of the 
grant he received, is determined 
under the program qualifica- 
tions by the net taxable income 
of the person primarily respon- 
sible for the support of the stu- 
dent. The student must main 
dent. The student must main- 
aid, and must have been a Wis- 
consin resident for one year be- 
fore registering at a college. 


Only students in their second 


semester of freshman work are 
eligible to apply immediately. 
Students in the first semester 
of college may apply for aid for 
the next semester and' for the 
current term if this semester's 
grades are satisfactory. 


Program to Expand 


About 3,000 students are elig- 


ible this year, and 6,000 will be 
next fall, according to Moran.

Car ownership involves finan- 


cial responsibilities. Not only 
may the car be wrecked, but it 
may cause injury or death to 
people or damage to property. 
Insurance can protect the-owner 
from financial loss or aid in 
lawsuit involvements, says Lou- 
ise Young, family economics 
specialist, University of Wiscon- 
sin. 


Wisconsin laws provide that 


following an accident resulting 
in bodily injury or death or 
property damage in excess of 
$100, the license of the operator 
and the motor vehicle registra- 
tion will be suspended unless he 
can do one of two things. . 


Either he must present evi- 


dence of having enough automo- 
bile insurance to cover $10,000 
or $20,000 for personal injury 
and $5,000 for property damage 
or deposit'.a sum set by the 
Motor Vehicle Department to 
prove financial ability to pay 
the damages caused by the 
accident."

In comparison wilJi fact* 


*nd theories compiled from 
studies made of unmarried 
mothers, very little is known 
about the unmarried father. 
His part in the act of creating 
a new life is not obvious or 
continuing, as is the mother's. 
Often he is unaware that he is 
• father, not so much becaus* 
he wishes to shirk responsibil- 
ity but because the mother, 
for her Own reasons, practi- 
cally denies his existence. 


If the father is in his teens 


he is unable to play the only 
role left him legally — that is, 
financial support of his child. 
If h« is already married, the 
mother of his child may not 
wish to involve him in scan- 
dal. Or, conversely, the moth- 
er may hope that the man 
who is free will feel compelled 
by guilt to marry her. 


Every year tens of thou- 


sands of adolescent boys are 
involved in the tragedy of out- 
of-wedlock pregnancies. With

When wearing some of today's 


new boots, you must have an 
attractive bag in which to carry 
your shoes, something light- 
weight and that can be slipped 
over your wrist. It must be 
good looking, of sturdy fabric 
and lined in plastic to protect 
the shoes in case of a downpour. 
Some excellent fabrics for this 
purpose are heavy poplin, denim 
or duck. The lining is a clear 
plastic film, which is supple and 
easy to work with. 


You'll Need: 
One piece of fabric 23 inches 


long and 7 inches wide for back 
and flap; one piece of fabric 14 
inches long and 7 inches wide 
for front; one piece of fabric 34 
inches long and 5 inches wide 
for the gusset; one strip of 
fabric for the handle; made the 
length you desire and 2 inches 
wide; 3 pieces of clear plastic 
film the same measurement as 
3 outer pieces; a small piece of 
tubular elastic for button loop; 
one small shank button. 


To Make: 
1. Cut outer fabric and plastic 


sections as shown in diagram. 
The gusset, not shown, is a 
straight piece 34 inches long and 
5 inches wide to be cut in both 
fabrics. Don't curve any of the 
corners on the gusset; leave 
them all square. 


2. Baste 3 plastic lining pieces 


to right side of corresponding 
outer fabric pieces. Stitch plas- 
tic to fabric all around, leaving 
a small opening for turning on 
each piece. Turn to right side, 
and pin opening closed. Press 
on fabric side, also pressing 
pinned openings.

Young Milwaukeean 
Doesn't Let Arrests 
Stop His Picketing 


By ARTHUR BYSTROM 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — A soft- 


spoken but articulate young Ro- 
man Catholic priest, in the fore- 
front of the civil rights move- 
ment in Milwaukee, insists that 
he will continue "to picket with 
the Negro . . . and hang with 
him if the need be." 


The Rev. James E. Groppi, 


assistant pastor of St. Boniface 
Church in Milwaukee has been 
arrested twice in civil rights 
demonstrations. 


His latest arrest came Mon- 


day when he and 10 others 
blocked the entrance to a school 
construction site in a north side 
Milwaukee neighborhood that is 
predominantly Negro. Father 
Groppi was back demonstrating 
at the site Wednesday. 


Stop Participation 


Last October, he was ordered 


by his superior to stop personal 
participation in the civil rights 
boycott of the city's public 
schools. 


Father Groppi, 34, a native of 


Milwaukee, said he became con- 
cerned with the problems of the 
Negro while a seminarian at .St. 
Francis Seminary in suburban 
Milwaukee. During the summer 
months he worked with the 
young people in Milwaukee's in- 
ner core. 


He came into the spotlight 


early this year when he joined 
with other white clergymen in 
the demonstration at Selma 
Ala. Then in June he was ar- 
rested with four other clergy- 
men at a north side school when 
they refused to .move from in 
front of a bus which was to 
transport Negro children to an- 
other school in a predominantly 
white neighborhood. 


Separate Classes. 


Those arrested said they were 


protesting the Milwaukee School 
Board policy, of keeping children 
from Negro .areas in separate 
classes after being: transported 
to schools in white neighbor- 
hoods. 


Father Groppi, whose parish- 


ioners are mostly .Negroes said 
shortly after that 'arrest that 
priests "In the inner core are in 
a very special position. 


''If we succeed in bringing'our 


church to the people of the com- 
munity, we must take an active 
role in the Negro's struggle," he 
added. 


On Oct. 19, Father Groppi said 


that he had been ordered by 
Milwaukee Auxiliary Bishop Ro- 
man R. Atkielski to stop his ac- 
tivities in the school boycott 
movement. The order came or 
the day after the priest had led 
a group of Negro children from 
St. Boniface to a Baptist church 
several blocks away. The chil- 
dren had planned to 
attenc 


"freedom" school at the Cath- 
olic parish. 


Use of Facilities 


But the auxiliary bishop pro- 


hibited use of Catholic facilities 
for the special schools set up 
for the boycotting pupils. 


Father Groppi has said the 


Christian must help the Negro 
regardless of what the commu- 
nity might think. 


And added: 
" 


"I will picket with the Negro 


I will go south with him, I wil 
go to jail with him and I wil 
hang with him if the need be.' 


.The demonstrations this week 


at the MacDowell school site 
were sponsored by the Milwau 
kee United School Integration 
Committee, which claimed tha 
the school because of its loca 
tion would be inferior and pre 
dominantly Negro. Father Grop 
pi is a vice chairman of the 
committee and also is an assist 
ant secretary of the Wisconsin 
NAACP.

Groppi also said that "as mem 
bers of the family of God; al 
Christians are obliged, to hel 
those who are suffering.

1. Stop all outside burning. 
2. Collect and store all material which you usually burn outside 


and place on the curb for pick-up by city crews on your regular 
rubbish collection day every other week. 


This ban is placed on a voluntary basis to avoid causing undue 
hardship or inconvenience; however, your cooperation 
and 


patience will be appreciated. 
If for reasons of fire safety, excessive accumulation or health 
hazard, it is not possible to save part or all of your burnable waste 
material, then it is permissible to burn outside providing burning 
is done according to the Fire Code Regulations explained below. 


EXISTING BURNING REGULATION SUMMARY 


HOURS-Daily between 2-00 P.M. and 7:00 
P.M. 


TYPE OF BURNER: All burners shall have their sides wholly or securely elated and covered 


with wire screening which shall not be smaller than No. 8 (Vfa inch in diameter) wire. The wire 
mesh shall not be more than one inch across. 


LOCATION OF BURNER: No closer than 5 feet from a public sidewalk. No clo*«r than 10 


feet from trees, shrubs, bushes or fences. No closer than 15 feet from any building. 


DEFECTIVE BURNER: An approved type burner which becomes defective shall be replaced 


before burning can be resumed. 


MATERIALS WHICH SHALL NOT BE BURNED: Garbage, organic (including animal waste), 


osphaltic, rubber or plastic material or other materials producing an offensive odor shall not 
be burned in residential districts. 


OPEN FIRES: No open fires may be started wiihout a permrt from the Fire Department No 


permit shall be granted for open burning in a public street, alley or other public thoroughfare. 


COMMERCIAL AND INDUSTRIAL BURNING: To avoid violations, business and industrial 


establishments should check with the Fire Department for existing ordinances on burning. 


ENFORCEMENT OF EXISTING BURNING REGULATIONS 


The Fire and Police Departments shall enforce the Fire Prevention Cod* et fellow*: 
1. City-wide inspections will be made regularly as the burning situation demands and all com- 


plaints will be investigated. Every effort shall be made to inform the residents of Appleton of 
the need for and the desirability of cooperating with the voluntary test ban as well as the 
regulations governing outside burning 


2. Any resident of the City found to be violating the burning ordinance will be issued a written 


warning for the first offense. He wili be given seven days in which to correct this violation.

resident has complied with the regulation covering hi* offense. No further action will be taken 
if he has complied If o violation still exists and the resident has continued to burn despite the 
warning, then a second ticket shall be issued and appropriate action token to prosecute 
thfc violator.

Undoubtedly th e most com- 


mon of chronic headaches, the 
nervous tension type accounts 
for an estimated seven out of 
ten headaches.

The skull 
feels as though in a vise, the 
pain is often dull and steady, 
muscles tighten in the back of 
the head and neck, and in the 
shoulder. Pain may be short or 
go on for days and weeks, 
returning 
repeatedly. 
Unlike 


migraine, this kind of headache 
occurs during the 
immediate 


period of anxiety or tension, 
rather than following it. 


While 
the 
nervous tension 


headache that strikes both men 
and women is the same, each 
reacts differently to it. The 
difference is perhaps best ex- 
plained by Dr. Joseph C. White, 
Assistant Director of the De- 
partment of Neurology at the 
Jefferson 
Medical College in 


Philadelphia: 


"The mechanics of the female 


headache are the same as the 
male, but it is the endocrine 
glandular process of the female 
that intensifies her emotional 
reaction and gives her headache

headache; it is triggered more 
easily; her system responds 
more severely; this severity of 
suffering causes her to tense up 
and experience even more pain;

more frequently."

sensitive to all forms of stimuli. 
Her five senses are more acute 
Her sight is unusually sharp and 
she is apt to have fewer eye 
defects than men. Her hearing 
is excellent. . .she hears slight 
noises at night. Her sharp sense 
of smell is probably a developed 
trait. . . vaguely she detects 
"something 
burning." 
Taste 


may be keener because of her 
domination over food prepara- 
tion. Overall, it may be that her 
senses are keener in order to 
better protect her children and 
her home. But the disadvantage 
lies In the fact that she is also 
more sensitive to pain on the 
physical level — and to criti- 
cism on the psychological level. 


Women generally are sensi- 


tive to criticism and deeply 
concerned 
with what others 


think of them — particularly 
their husbands and children. 
Being taken for granted by 
either is enough to generate 
hidden hostilities that ultimately 
culminate in nervous tension 
headaches. Restlessly questing 
for approval and personal sta- 
tus, the American woman is 
wrapped up In the "feminine 
mystique" that also breeds 
nervous tension ht»dach*i..

of the foregoing 


evidence of female vulnerability 
to nervous tension headaches, it 
is not surprising that they are 
the largest purchasers — and 
consumers — of pain relievers.

She could, 
for instance, be expecting too 
much of herself in the multiple 
roles she plays each day.

by juveniles, of 


narcotics use and various perversions. 
While it is not so much a question of 
acquittals by juries, certainly the attitude 
that certain anti-social activities are not 
senous has contributed to the increase of 
such violence in the North. 


This is not really a localized debate. 


The Attorney General of the United States, 
Nicholas Katzenbach. and various judges 
nave been seriously arguing how justice 
can best be assured without violating the 
rights of the accused or forgetting the 
already violated rights of the victims. 


Usually, if the scales must tip in one 


direction, they should tip toward protect- 
ing the rights of the accused. But it is 
probably well for our system of justice 
that the trial travesties in the South have 
taken piace snd exposed the threat to law 
and order which comes through prejudiced 
jurors. 


Currently three white men are on trial 


in Selma. Ala., for the murder of another 
civil rights worker, the Rev. James Reeb. 
Obviously ore-judgment of the case should 
not be msde and the evidence as given in 
news media has not been as clear-cut as 
that m the Coleman case. But in all the 
cases in the South, not only the accused, 
but our jury system as well, is on triaL

MOSCOW (AP) — A major 


shuffle in the Soviet high com- 
mand today assigned Alexander 
N. Shelepin to an influential job 
at the top level of the Commu- 
nist party and boosted Nikolai 
V. Podgorny into the presiden- 
cy. 


Podgorny, 62, who has been 


No. 2 man in the party as one 
of its secretaries and a mem- 
ber of the ruling party Presidi- 
um, replaces Anaslas I. Mikoy- 
an, a member of the top Soviet 
command for 40 years. 


Mikoyan said an operation 


three years ago had made it dif- 
ficult for him to fulfill the de- 
mands of the presidency. This 
is a largely ceremonial post. 


Shelepin, 47, was relieved as 


deputy premier and head of the 
committee for party and state 
control. Communist sources in- 
dicated he would take the No. 2 
post formerly held by Podgor- 
ny. This job is second to Leonid 
I. Brezhnev; chief of the secre- 
tariat, the most powerful unit in 
the Soviet Union. 


Top 2 Posts 


There was no change in the 


two top posts — Brezhnev as 
first secretary of the party and 
Alexei N. Kosygin as premier. 
They suggested 
the changes, 


and they were approved by the 
Supreme Soviet. 


Both Podgorny and Mikoyan 


remained members of the 12- 
man party Presidium 
which 


makes the policy executed by 
the party secretariat. 


Mikoyan also was elected, fol- 


lowing his resignation from the 
presidency, to a. Supreme Soviet 
role corresponding to one of 
many parliamentary vice pres- 
idents. 


Mikoyan, who marked his 70th 


birthday Nov. 25, was the last 
of the Old Bolsheviks in the up- 
per reaches of the Soviet party 
and government. He was a rev- 
olutionary in the Caucasus as a 
young man at the time of the 
great Russian upheavals toward 
the end of World War I.

Cause of Kappell's Death 
Still Mystery After Inquest 


Three Psychiatrists Support 
Probability of Suicide

OSHKOSH — A six man coro- 


ner's jury Wednesday left the 
case of the death of Stephen 
Kappell, Kaukauna, an 18-year- 
old student at Wisconsin State 
University, Oshkosh, open when 
they ruled there was not suffi- 
cient evidence to make a ruling 
in the death. 


In a decision following 20 min- 


utes of deliberation, the jury 
ruled ''that there is not enough 
concrete 
evidence 
to 
prove 


when, where or how the victim 
entered the water te prove ei- 
ther suicide or murder, and it 
is the jury's 
recommendation 


that the case remain open for 
further investigation." 


Testimony during the 12-hour 


inquest was pointed to the pos- 
sibility of suicide, and three psy- 
chiatrists, in opinions after the 
testimony, agreed that suicide 
could have been a 
-"definite 


probability." 


Each qualified their opinions 


by saying that without a person- 
al interview with the subject, a 
definite conclusion could not be 
reached, 
but 
from testimony 


heard, it is in the realm of a 
"definite probability." 


Murder Possibility' 


They did not rule out the pos- 


sibility of murder but according 
to 
testimony, 
Kappell could 


have been a disturbed man with 
suicidal tendencies. 


Kappell's 
body 
was found 


floating in Miller's Bay Oct. 16 
by a fisherman. When found, 
the body was nude and bound 
about the knees and ankles. A 


stone measuring one foot square 
arid six inches thick, weighing 
about 30 pounds was tied to his 
knees. 


Psychiatrists Dr. E. F. Schu- 


bert, director of the Central 
State Hospital at Waupun; Dr. 
George Arndt. Neenah, former 
director of the- guidance center, 
and Dr. Charles Wunsch, Green 
Bay, adviser to the Wisconsin 
Home for Women, Green Bay 
Slate Reformatory and several 
other state criminal institutions, 
all agreed that Kappell was a 
person who might have gone to 
the extremes of binding himself 
and throwing himself into the 
lake. 


Their conclusions were based 


on testimony given by friends 
and acquaintances whom Kap- 
pell had known both at Kaukau- 
na and at the university.
